to receive 2 just remuneration for the services 
they are required to perfcrm. ‘This will ever 
be a sound maxim, while talents and in- 
tegrity are not the exclusive attributes of 
those whe can afford to give their time ind 
attention to the public, without any pecuni- 
ary reward. “Lhe justices of the quorum 
receive no compensation for the services they 
render in holding courts, It is evident to 
you, gentlemen, that the fanhfui exercise of 
the powers, and a punctual discharge cf the 
duties attached to their offices, are im many 
respects very important to the community. 
J therefore suggest to the legislature the pro- 
pricty of allowing a compensation, that will 
indemiiiy those who fill them against pecu- 
vary loss, while attending the courts. The 
fies tha. constables are awhuised to de- 
mand for their service. are so smal, that 
but few persons are willing to accept the of- 
fice.

By an act of congress passed at the last 
session, concerning field offiters of the mi- 
titia, it is directed, that each regiment con- 
sisting of two battalions shall be command- 
ed by one colonel, one leutenant-colonel 
and one major; and that where there shall 
be only one battalion, it shall be command- 
ed by a major. The legislature will per- 
ceive the necessity of amending the act of 
the territory concerning the militia so as to 
make it conformable to this act of congress, 

It gives me much satisfaction, gentlemen, 
to inform you that a paymaster has been di- 
rected bv the paymaster-general of the Uni- 

‘ted States to pay the arrears due to the mi- 
litia of this territory, for services rendered 
during the late war; and that I expect the 
whole will be discharged as soon as arrange- 
ments can be made for that purpose. _ 

By a resolution of the legislature of the 
24th of December, 1814, five thousand 
dollars were appropriated for the purpose cf 
purchasing camp equipage and munitions of 
war, for the use of such detachments of mi- 
litia as might be ordered into the service of 
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the United States. There was expended in - 


pursuance of this resolution, four thousand , 
five hundred and eighty-five dollars sixty 
four cents.

The amount of cash 
in the treasury on the second day of the pre- 
sent month, was 17003 16 1-2 dollars, 
From the. returns that have-come in, and 
from the receipts and expenditures of the 
last year, it is clearly. ascertained that the a- 
mount of the revenue due for the n 
year, including the money on hand, wi 
greatly exceed the ordinary disbursements 
of the government. I therefore suggest to 
the legislature the propriety of reducing the 
present ratio of taxation, or of adopting such 
measures as they may in their wisdom. cone 
sider expedient for disposing of the surplus 
that may remain unex pended in the treasury, 
Many abjects of public utility will doubtless 
occur to you as worthy of your attention, — 
and upon which a part of this surplus may be _.- 
expended with advantage to the community. <- 
Should the legislature, however, under pre- 
sent circumstances, deem it more consistent 
with the public interest to suffer the fund to 
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accumulate until it amounts to a sum suffi 
cient to justify the commencement of an ex- 
tensive system of. internal improvement, or - 
until the fnt&rest annually accruing frém it- 
‘shall be adeqffate to defray the ordinary ex. * 
penditures of thé government; then, in either 
ease, it will be advisable .to authorise the 
gverplus to’ be invested annually in some 
afe‘and profitable stock. a
